1.1  \  PURPOSE  OF  THE  USER’S  MANUAL 

The  objectives  of  the  User's  Manual  for  the  Inter-Service/ 
Agency  Automated  Message  Processing  Exchange  (I -S/A  AMPE)  Data 
Base  Update  is  to  provide  the  user's  non-ADP  personnel  with  the 
information  necessary  to  use  the  system  effectively. 

1.2  PROJECT  REFERENCES 

I-S/A  AMPE  will  be  the  Department  of  Defense's  (DoD's) 
replacement  for  the  Service  Agency  Automated  Message  Processing 
Exchanges  (AMPEs)  and  the  Automatic  Digital  Network  (AUTODIN) 
switching  centers.  The  software  allows  for  data  retrieval  and 
update  of  the  data  base. 

The  project  sponsor  and  user  is  the  Defense  Communications 
Engineering  Center  (DCEC)  and  the  operating  center  that  will  run 
the  completed  computer  program  is  the  DCEC  computer  facility.  The

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SECTION  2  -  SYSTEM  SUMMARY 


i 
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This  section  presents  general  information  on  the  I-S/A  AM PE 
data  base  update  system  application,  operation,  configuration, 
organization,  and  performance.  Also  included  are  descriptions  of 
the  data  base  files,  input,  processing  cycles,  and  output  of  the 
system. 

2.1  SYSTEM  APPLICATION 

I-S/A  AM PE  information  is  stored  in  the  IBM  Adaptable  Data 
Base  (ADABAS) .  General  Tools  (GTOOLS)  is  a  program  developed  by 
DC EC  that  provides  easy  access  for  ADABAS  data  entry.  Data  can  be 
added,  changed,  or  deleted  through  the  use  of  General  Tools. 

2.2  SYSTEM  OPERATION 

By  utilizing  GTOOLS,  the  user  simplifies  data  entry  and 
update.  GTOOLS  will  automatically  update  the  data  base  file  if 
the  user  entry  passes  the  element  verification,  if  a  verification 
is  applicable.  Error  messages  are  posted  on  the  terminal  display 
screen  (userview)  and  the  user  may  correct  the  error  before 
attempting  to  save  the  record.

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2.4  SYSTEM  ORGANIZATION 

Each  terminal  display  screen  is  called  a  userview.  The 
userview  can  be  one  data  base  file,  part  of  one  file,  or  a 
collection  of  files  linked  together.  The  userview  can  be  set  up 
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to  restrict  entry  or  deletion  of  certain  element  fields,  making 
them  display  only.  Additionally,  each  element  where  data  can  be 
entered  may  have  a  verification  routine  associated  with  it. 

GTOOLS  has  some  system  verification  routines;  DCEC  R810  personnel 
are  supplied  with  the  element  names  and  they  enter  the  necessary 
information  that  will  access  the  appropriate  verification 
routine.  Elements  requiring  more  elaborate  verifications  are  done 
through  user  routines,  written  and  compiled  in  PL/I,  then 
submitted  to  R810  for  entry  in  the  GTOOLS  library.  Information  on 
maintenance  of  verification  routines  can  be  found  in  Appendix  C. 

2.5  PERFORMANCE 

Response  time  for  interactive  processing  is  partially 
dependent  on  the  number  of  time-sharing  users  on  the  computer  at 
any  one  time.  Heavy  time-sharing  use  increases  the  response  time 
for  data  transmission  between  the  terminal  and  the  computer.  When 
entering  the  GTOOLS  system,  several  pre-processing  functions  are 
performed  before  the  system  responds  to  allow  user  access.  This 
can  take  several  minutes  to  complete. 

2.6  DATA  BASE 


This  subsection  discusses  the  files  in  the  I-S/A  AMPE  data 
base.  The  files'  element  descriptions  are  consolidated  for 
reference  in  Appendix  D. 


2.6.1  AUTODIN  Switching  Center  (ASC)  File 


The  ASC  file  contains  detailed  information  about  ASCs , 
including  their  location,  agencies  involved  in  their  development, 
key  dates,  and  other  information  useful  to  network  planners. 


2.6.2  Collective  Address  Designator  File 

This  file  contains  collective  address  types  and  routing 
indicators  for  a  particular  ASC. 


2.6.3  Circuit  Contingency  Plans  File 


This  file  contains  information  about  contingency  plan  types 
and  references  for  a  particular  circuit. 


2.6.4  Defense  Data  Network  (DDN)  Node  File 


This  file  provides  detailed  information  about  each  DDN  Node, 
including  Packet  Switching  Node  (PSN)  identification,  network 
name,  number,  command,  and  address,  and  AMPE  information. 


2.6.5  Digital  Transmission  Trunk  Implementation  (DTT I )  Lookup  File 

The  DTTI  file  provides  information  on  type  connectivity, 
detail,  and  sequence  number  for  a  particular  circuit. 

2.6.6  Integrated  AUTODIN  System  (IAS)  Circuits  File 

The  IAS  Circuits  file  contains  detailed  information  about  the 
circuits  between  subscribers,  and  in  the  future,  between  I-S/A 
AMPEs.  Information  includes  the  cost  and  length  of  the  circuit, 
the  agencies  of  interest,  key  dates,  contingency  planning 
information,  and  diverse  and  avoidance  information. 

2.6.7  I-S/A  AMPE  File 

This  file  provides  detailed  information  about  each  AMPE.  The 
information  includes  the  location,  agencies  involved  in  the 
development,  key  dates,  and  other  information  of  use  to  network 
planners . 

2.6.8  I-S/A  AMPE  Subscriber  File 

The  Subscriber  file  contains  detailed  information  about  the 
subscribers  who  are  homed  to  ASCs,  to  I-S/A  AMPEs,  or  to  other 
subscribers.  Information  includes  the  subscriber's  location, 
homing,  agencies,  and  key  dates. 

2.6.9  I-S/A  AMPE  Subscriber  Altroute  File 

The  Subscriber  Altroute  file  contains  detailed  information 
about  alternative  routing  schemes  for  subscribers.  Information 
includes  the  alternative  routing  media,  precedence,  destination, 
and  classification,  as  well  as  the  first  and  second  intermediate 
ASCs. 


2.6.10  I-S/A  AMPE  Comments  File 

The  Comments  file  allows  for  free  format  remarks  to  be  linked 
to  a  subscriber. 

2.6.11  I-S/A  AMPE  Subscriber  Terminal  File 

The  Subscriber  Terminal  file  contains  detailed  information 
about  the  terminal,  its  operating  mode,  modem,  and  transmission 
control  code  and  formats.  A  subscriber  can  own  or  be  linked  with 
one  or  more  terminals. 
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2.6.12  Subscriber  Contingency  Action  Time  (CAT)  File 


The  CAT  file  contains  the  number  and  implementation  times  for 
contingency  action  plans. 

2.6.13  Subscriber  Routing  Indicator  File 

The  Routing  Indicator  file  contains  information  about  routing 
indicators,  including  their  type  and  classification. 

2.6.14  I -S/A  AMPS  Subscriber  Traffic  Statistics  File 

The  Subscriber  Traffic  Statistics  file  can  contain  detailed 
information  about  the  communications  traffic  for  each  subscriber 
by  month  and  year.  Information  includes  both  average  and  peak 
line  blocks  and  messages  which  are  sent  and  received,  and  the 
percentage  of  traffic  in  card  or  magnetic  tape  format. 

2.6.15  Terminal  Home  File 

This  file  provides  homing  information,  including  type  and 
identification,  for  a  particular  terminal. 

2.7  GENERAL  DESCRIPTIONS  OF  INPUT,  PROCESSING,  AND  OUTPUT 

The  following  subsections  describe  the  input,  processing,  and 
output  of  the  data  base  update  system. 

2.7.1  Input 

Input  consists  of  data  entry  through  GTOOLS,  utilizing  the 
userviews . 

2.7.2  Process i ng 

All  file  processing  is  handled  through  the  GTOOLS  system. 

2.7.3  Output 

Output  consists  of  userviews  and  an  updated  data  base  file. 
There  is  a  userview  for  each  file  by  default.  In  addition,  there 
are  several  userviews  that  link  files  together.  Reference 
Appendix  B  for  the  structure  of  each  userview  and  the  elements 
included  in  each  userview. 


SECTION  3  -  STAFF  FUNCTIONS  RELATED  TO  TECHNICAL  OPERATIONS 


3.1  INITIATION  PROCEDURES 

The  interactive  General  Tools  system  must  be  initiated  by  the 
terminal  user.  Detailed  instructions  for  terminal  logon  and 
GTOOLS  access  are  provided  in  Appendix  A. 

3.2  STAFF  INPUT  REQUIREMENTS 

The  user  enters  data  via  GTOOLS  to  access  or  update  the  data 
base  files. 

3.2.1  Input  Formats 

GTOOLS  utilizes  userviews  for  data  entry.  Mandatory  entries 
are  indicated  with  an  error  message  if  the  field  is  left  blank. 
Detailed  instructions  for  manipulating  records  are  contained  in 
Appendices  A  and  F. 

3.2.2  Composition  Rules 

GTOOLS  entry  establishes  composition  rules  by  limiting  how 
the  user  can  enter  data.  Errors  in  entry  are  noted  and  re-entry 
is  allowed. 

3.2.3  Input  Vocabulary 

Reference  tables  for  input  codes  can  be  found  in  the  help 
panel  for  the  element.  Tables  too  large  for  inclusion  on  help 
panels  are  included  in  Appendix  E.  See  Appendix  A  for 
instructions  on  using  the  help  panels. 

3.2.4  Sample  Input 

Appendix  A  gives  examples  of  userviews. 

3.3  OUTPUT  REQUIREMENTS 

Output  from  GTOOLS  data  entry  consists  of  updated  I-S/A  AM PE 
data  base  files.  All  data  base  files  are  detailed  in  Appendix  D. 

Other  output  consists  of  the  userviews. 


3.4  UTILIZATION  OF  SYSTEM  OUTPUT 


Updated  I -S/A  AMPE  files  provide  network  planners  with  more 
accurate  information  for  planning  purposes.  The  data  base  will  be 
used  in  tasks  for  the  I-S/A  AMPE  Transition  Implementation  Plan 
(TIP)  . 

3.5  RECOVERY  AND  ERROR  CORRECTIONS  PROCEDURES 

Data  input  errors  are  flagged  on  the  userview  and  users  will 
be  allowed  to  re-enter  data. 
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SECTION  4  -  TERMINAL  DATA  DISPLAY  AND  RETRIEVAL  PROCEDURES 


4.1  AVAILABLE  CAPABILITIES 

General  Tools  allows  for  data  display  and  retrieval  through 
interactive  terminal  operations.  There  is  no  batch  processing 
involved . 

4.2  DATA  BASE  CONTENT 

The  I-S/A  AMPE  data  base  files  are  used  for  display  and 
retrieval,  and  are  further  described  in  subsection  2.6. 

4.3  ACCESS  PROCEDURES 

Appendix  A  presents  logon  and  GTOOLS  run  procedures. 

4.4  DISPLAY  AND  RETRIEVAL  PROCEDURES 

GTOOLS  userviews  allow  the  user  to  select  functions  to  be 
performed  by  entering  the  appropriate  command  code.  Data 
currently  on  file  are  retrieved  and  displayed  on  the  userview. 
Appendix  A  presents  userview  and  available  options  examples. 

4.5  RECOVERY  AND  ERROR  CORRECTION  PROCEDURES 

Self-explanatory  error  messages  are  displayed  above  the 
command  line  on  the  userview.  The  user  is  allowed  to  correct  the 
error  and  continue. 

4.6  TERMINATION  PROCEDURES 

To  exit  from  a  userview,  enter  'E'  at  the  command  line.  To 
exit  General  Tools,  enter  'QUIT'  at  the  GTOOLS  entry  screen. 

After  exiting,  the  user  is  returned  to  the  'READY'  prompt  and  may 
continue  with  other  time-sharing  commands  or  log  off  the  system. 


SECTION  5  -  TERMINAL  DATA  UPDATE  PROCEDURES 


5.1  FREQUENCY 

Data  updated  from  terminals  may  be  required  when  an  error 
report  has  been  generated  by  the  data  base  load  software,  when  new 
data  must  be  added  to  the  data  base,  or  when  existing  data  needs 
to  be  modified.  The  frequency  of  data  updates  is  determined  on  an 
as  required  basis  by  users  of  the  data  base. 

5.2  RESTRICTIONS 

Personal  knowledgeable  of  the  data  should  be  responsible  for 
determining  what  data  is  to  be  added  to  the  data  base  or  what 
existing  data  is  to  be  modified  or  deleted.  Access  to  General 
Tools  requires  that  the  user  have  access  to  ADABAS  and  to  data 
base  files  within  the  I-S/A  AM PE  data  base.  See  DCEC  ADP  Security 
for  access  permissions. 

5.3  SOURCES 

The  sources  used  to  obtain  the  data  for  any  updates  to  the 
data  base  are  notification  of  additions  and  changes  from 
authorized  users  of  the  data  base. 

5.4  ACCESS  PROCEDURES 

The  data  base  will  be  accessed  via  GTOOLS.  This  eliminates 
the  need  for  data  entry  software,  allows  immediate  access  to  the 
data  base,  and  provides  uniformity. 

5.5  UPDATE  FUNCTIONS 

GTOOLS  provides  capabilities  for  accessing  and  updating  the 
data  base.  With  the  Find  (F)  command,  the  user  can  search  for 
specific  records  or  obtain  information  in  other  records  with 
respect  to  a  specified  element  in  a  "key"  record.  Relational 
operators  used  with  the  Find  command  are  used  as  a  means  of 
searching  the  data  base.  The  data  base  may  be  modified  using  the 
Add  (A) ,  Change  (C) ,  and  Delete  (D)  commands.  All  the  command 
functions  are  described  in  detail  in  Appendices  A  and  F. 


5.6  RECOVERY  AND  ERROR  CORRECTION  PROCEDURES 
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Error  messages  encountered  during  an  update  session  are  part 
of  the  GTOOLS  software.  Users  should  seek  assistance  from  DCEC 
personnel  knowledgeable  of  the  tools  and  the  data  if  severe 
problems  arise. 

5.7  TERMINATION  PROCEDURES 

To  terminate  the  update  sequence,  enter  '  E'  at  the  command 
prompt . 
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TERMINAL  USE  INSTRUCTIONS 


The  following  paragraphs  describe  the  procedures  to  follow  to 
access  the  I-S/A  AMPE  data  base  files  using  General  Tools. 

ADABAS  Access 

The  user  must  make  sure  that  ADABAS  access  and  I-S/A  AMPE  data 
base  access  is  available  for  the  user's  logon  id.  Request  access 
from  the  DCEC  ADP  Security  Office.  If  access  is  not  available, 
the  user  will  be  able  to  enter  General  Tools,  but  will  get  a 
'security  violation'  error  message  when  attempting  to  access  a 
report. 

Logging  on  to  the  LSCS 

At  the  'LOGON  ->'  prompt,  enter  'LOGON  userid  S(1024)  <CR> ' ,  where 
userid  is  the  id  provided  by  the  DCEC  ADP  Security  Office,  S  is 
the  region  size,  and  <CR>  is  a  Carriage  Return.  Next,  enter  your 
system  password  and  <CR>.  Your  password  is  also  provided  by  the 
Security  Officer.  At  the  next  prompt,  type  in  your  last  name  and 
<CR>.  The  system  will  display  the  'READY'  prompt. 

Accessing  General  Tools 

At  the  'READY'  prompt,  enter  'GTOOLS  <CR>  ' . 

Access  to  Userviews 

Each  I-S/A  AMPE  data  base  file  constitutes  a  userview. 
Additionally,  there  are  userviews  that  link  several  files 
together.  These  are  described  in  Appendix  B.  At  the  GTOOLS  main 
screen  prompt,  enter  'ENTRY  file-name  <CR>',  where  file-name  is 
the  data  base  file  to  be  worked  with  (see  Figure  A-l) .  Do  not 
type  in  the  word  'file',  just  the  actual  name.  Reference  Appendix 
D  for  the  correct  syntax  of  the  file  names  or  type  'LIST  FILES'  at 
the  GTOOLS  prompt.  The  system  will  respond  with  the  userview 
information  (Figure  A-2).  At  this  point,  use  the  GTOOLS  commands 
to  manipulate  the  records. 

Traversing  the  Userviews 

Userviews  break  the  data  base  files  down  into  logical  groupings. 
Some  files  may  be  accessed  through  more  than  one  userview. 

Appendix  B  details  the  userview  structures.  Use  these  to 
determine  which  userview  to  enter  first.  Use  the  'VIEW*  command 
to  get  a  list  of  views  associated  with  the  current  userview.  On

General  Tools  Commands 

Use  GTOOLS  commands  to  perform  functions  on  records  in  the 
selected  data  base  file.  The  most  useful  commands  are  described 
below. 

FIND  -  allows  retrieval  of  records  meeting  specified  criteria. 

ADD  -  allows  addition  of  a  record  to  a  data  base. 

CHANGE  -  allows  changes  to  an  existing  record. 

DELETE  -  allows  deletion  of  an  existing  record.  Use  with  caution. 

VIEW  -  allows  display  of  files  that  are  physically  coupled  to  the 
current  record. 

HELP  -  allows  access  to  information  on  commands  and  elements. 
Appendix  F  describes  General  Tools  commands  in  detail. 

Accessing  HELP 

To  access  HELP  on  a  particular  command,  type  'HELP 
Ccommand  name><CR>  at  the  command  prompt.  Currently,  help  is 
available  only  on  elements  included  in  the  Master  Edit  Table.  To 
invoke  this  help,  enter  a  '?'  in  the  operator  (R)  field  of  the 
element  to  display.  Blank  out  the  value  field  and  enter  a  <CR>. 
The  allowable  values  and  their  definitions  will  be  displayed.  If 
the  value  field  is  not  blanked  out,  the  definition  for  the  value 
entered  will  be  given. 

Concluding  a  Session 

To  exit  a  userview,  enter  'E  <CR> '  at  the  command  prompt.  This 
returns  the  session  to  the  GTOOLS  entry  screen.  At  this  prompt, 
enter  'QUIT  <CR> '  to  return  to  the  READY  prompt.

P.810  requires  certain  information  be  provided  them  to  do  internal 
edits.  All  editing  is  done  on  the  unclassified  IBM,  then  all  of 
the  information  is  rolled  over  to  the  classified  system.  Figure 
C—l  shows  the  form  used  to  simplify  this  procedure.  Use  this  form 
to  add  verifications  or  change  existing  ones.  There  are  five  type 
of  internal  edits,  described  below. 

1.  REGULAR  TABLE  EDIT  (Verification  type  T)  -  checks  for  a 
match  of  data  in  the  field  requested  with  data  in  another 
ADABAS  file. 

2.  MASTER  TABLE  EDIT  (Verification  type  T)  -  performs 
verification  on  elements  that  have  up  to  forty  values. 

3.  VALUE  VERIFICATION  (Verification  type  E)  -  verifies 
against  values  stored  in  the  ADABAS  dictionary.  Up  to 
six  values  may  be  used. 

4.  RANGE  CHECK  (Verification  type  R,  L,  or  G)  -  checks 
against  ranges  stored  in  the  data  dictionary.  For  type  R 
(Range) ,  up  the  three  ranges  may  be  given.  Type  can  also 
be  L  (Less  than)  or  G  (Greater  than) . 

5.  DATE  MASK  (Verification  type  D)  -  ensures  dates  are  in 
the  correct  format.  The  date  is  also  verified  for  a 
legal  year,  month,  and  day,  including  leap  year.  There 
are  ten  date  masks  available. 

User  Verification  and  Post  Processing  Routines 

User  routines  are  written  to  verify  the  syntactic  correctness  of 
entries  that  cannot  be  verified  with  GTOOLS  internal  edits. 

Most  Processing  routines  are  written  for  a  userview.  The  routine 
is  called  after  all  elements  have  been  verified  and  added, 
changed,  or  deleted.  ADABAS  direct  calls  are  used.
